1 . This is in response to the applicant's request for continued examination filed on March 
18, 2002 in which claims 80 has been amended, claims 138-151 have been added. Claims 80-151 
are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. After a further search and thorough examination of the present application and in view of 
the applicant's arguments, claims 80-151, renumbered as 1-72, are found to be in condition of 
allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 80-137 are allowed over the prior art of record for the same reason recited in the 
Previous Office Action (See paper No. 34). 

Claims 138-144 have been added to include some additional features; they are allowed 
for the same reason recited in the Previous Office Action (See paper No. 34). 

Claims 145-151, Applicant further teach switching between networks during a 
transmission rather than completing the transmission and disconnecting the dial-up connection 
More specifically, Applicants teach switching from the first communications link to a third 
available communications link wherein wherein the transmission between the first device and the 
remote device occurs while switching from the first communications link to the third

communications link. These limitations in conjunctions with all the limitations of the 
independent claim have not been disclosed, taught, or made obvious over the prior art of record.
